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Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In combination with 
the claimed subject matter, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest dynamically 
reconstructing an image from graphics effects parameters stored in a database. The closest prior 
art, U.S. Patent No. 6,253,216 (Sutcliffe et al), teaches reconstructing a web page from 
parameters stored in a database. U.S. Patent No. 6,389,460 (Stewart et al) teaches a method of 
retrieving an image when it is not found in a cache, but fails to suggest accessing parameters of 
the image stored in a database.
